WHO WILL MELT SILVER? 
The Joint Commission on the Coinage, at its 
fourth meeting on or about Friday, March 1, is 
expected to examine the present ban on private 
melting of silver coins. 
Gresham’s Law has 
driven most of the pre-1965 silver coins out of 
circulation and into the vaults of Federal Reserve 
banks or the hands of individual hoarders. With 
silver consumption outstripping domestic pro­ 
duction by more than three times, it is obvious 
that silver coins some day must be melted. 
But by whom? 
The Treasury’s case for exclusive meeting 
rights rests on the argument that "the profit 
from melting. . . will accure to the government 
and thus to taxpayers generally." 
Would-be 
individual melters can claim no such altruistic 
motive; they are after windall profits for them­ 
selves. 
Private holders of silver coins stand to 
benefit whether or not they are granted the 
right to melt. 
If they are permitted to do so, 
they could sell the bulk silver for 30 to 40 per 
cent more than the face value of the coins from 
which it came. And if the Treasury is given the 
sole right to melt silver coins, those in private 
hands will automatically gain in numismatic 
value. 
There seems little chance that the commission 
will recommend private melting. .Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Robert A. Wallace, in a 
Jan. 12 address before the Silver Users Asso­ 
ciation, declared that "Among many Members 
of Congress, members of the coinage commis­ 


sion, and Treasury officials, there is a distinct 
lack of sympathy for those who engage in hoard­ 
ing and speculation in silver coins."tfte added: 
"Their activities severely handicapped our ac­ 
tions to deal with past coin shortages. 
The 
possibility of ever permitting tJ em to reap 
windfall profits of millions of dollars at the 
expense of taxpayers will, to say the least, 
not be very popular." 
The 24 - member Joint Commission on the 
Coinage was created by the Coinage Act of 1965. 
After its first meeting in May 1967, the Treasury 
restricted sales of its silver to industrial users 
only, at the $1.29 an ounce pegged price. Two 
months later, after the commission’s second 
meeting, this ceiling price was dropped alto­ 
gether. 
At the third meeting, Sept. 18, 1967, 
the commission reviewed developments follow­ 
ing their previous historic decisions to see 
if any further changes were warranted.

GROW WOOD ON SPOIL BANKS 
Two major pulpwood mills, one at Cape G irar­ 
deau, the other at Wickliffe, will be in operation 
within five years — maybe sooner. 
Tree growth along the Mississippi River, sloughs 
and drainage ditch banks will not keep these ever 
hungry giants supplied for very long. Pulpwood 
will be gathered and shipped from an area 
roughly 150 miles from the mills, and it will be 
transported by river barge, by rail and some 
by truck. 
Westvaco at Wickliffe, is already planning "tim ­ 
ber farm s" within that 150-mile radius, and it is 
quite likely that Proctor and Gamble will follow 
some system of planned, scientific tree produc­ 
tion. 
Which brings us to a suggestion which this news­ 
paper has mentioned before — with no response 
or success. 
There are in Southeast Missouri several thou­ 
sand miles of "spoil banks" — created when the 
m iles and miles of drainage ditches were dug. 
These spoil banks are usually overgrown with 
blackberry bushes, buck brush, weeds and some 
scrawny trees. These ditch banks afford a haven 
for quail, rabbits and other birds and small game, 
and this is also very much to the good. 
Now, however, there is a continuing market 
for pulpwood well within the buying zone of the 
two giant pulp users. 
Why not use the ditch banks to grow pulp wood? 
If it should require an act of the legislature to 
put county courts, or circuit court drainage and 
levee boards into the business of growing pulp 
wood, then we feel certain such permissive 
legislation could be obtained without delay. 
We are not suggesting that each member of 
the county court spend his time setting out 
willow or cottonwood sprouts, or that he cultivate 
the "crop" and guard it against fire and poach­ 
e rs. We do believe, however, that some formula 
must be found to utilize, and utilize profitably, 
the tens of thousands of acres of spoil banks in 
Southeast Missouri for growing pulpwood com­ 
m ercially perhaps by contract, and perhaps on 
some equitable share crop basis. 
The market has moved into our district. 
All we need to do is provide the pulp.

WHO WILL MELT SILVER? 
The Joint Commission on the Coinage, at its 
fourth meeting on or about Friday, March I, is 
expected to examine the present ban on private 
melting of silver coins. 
Gresham’s Law has 
driven most of the pre-1965 silver coins out of 
circulation and into the vaults of Federal Reserve 
banks or the hands of individual hoarders. With 
silver consumption outstripping domestic pro­ 
duction by more than three tim es, it is obvious 
that silver coins some day must be melted. 
But by whom? 
The T reasury’s case for exclusive meeting 
rights rests on the argument that “ the profit 
from melting. . . will accure to the government 
and thus to taxpayers generally." 
Would-be 
individual m elters can claim no such altruistic 
motive; they are after windall profits for them­ 
selves. 
Private holders of silver coins stand to 
benefit whether or not they are granted the 
right to melt. 
If they are permitted to do so, 
they could sell the bulk silver for 30 to 40 per 
cent more than the face value of the coins from 
which it came. And if the Treasury is given the 
sole right to melt silver coins, those in private 
hands will automatically gain in numismatic 
value. 
There seem s little chance that the commission 
will recommend private melting. Aflfllstant Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Robert A. Wallace, in a 
Jan. 12 address before the Silver Users Asso- 
etatton, declared that “ Among many Members 
of Congress, members of the coinage commis­ 


sion, and Treasury officials, there is a distinct 
lack of sympathy for those who engage in hoard­ 
ing and speculation in silver coins." * He added: 
“ Their activities severely handicapped our ac­ 
tions to deal with past coin shortages. 
The 
possibility of ever permitting ti em to reap 
windfall profits of millions of dollars at the 
expense of taxpayers will, to say the least, 
not be very popular." 
The 24 - member Joint Commission on the 
Coinage was created by the Coinage Act of 1965. 
After its first meeting in May 1967, the Treasury 
restricted sales of its silver to industrial users 
only, at the $1.29 an ounce pegged price. Two 
months later, after the commission’s second 
meeting, this ceiling price was dropped alto­ 
gether. 
At the third meeting, Sept. 18, 1967, 
the commission reviewed developments follow­ 
ing their previous historic decisions to see 
if any further changes were warranted.

GROW WOOD ON SPOIL BANKS 
Two major pulpwood mills, one at Cape G irar­ 
deau, the other at Wickliffe, will be in operation 
within five years — maybe sooner. 
Tree growth along the Mississippi River, sloughs 
and drainage ditch banks will not keep these ever 
hungry giants supplied for very long. Pulpwood 
will be gathered and shipped from an area 
roughly 150 miles from the mills, and it will be 
transported by river barge, by rail and some 
by truck. 
Westvaco at Wickliffe, is already planning “ tim ­ 
ber farm s" within that 150-mile radius, and it is 
quite likely that Proctor and Gamble will follow 
some system of planned, scientific tree produc­ 
tion. 
Which brings us to a suggestion which this news­ 
paper has mentioned before — with no response 
or success. 
There are in Southeast Missouri several thou­ 
sand miles of “ spoil banks" — created when the 
miles and miles of drainage ditches were dug. 
These spoil banks are usually overgrown with 
blackberry bushes, buck brush, weeds and some 
scrawny trees. These ditch banks afford a haven 
for quail, rabbits and other birds and small game, 
and this is also very much to the good. 
Now, however, there is a continuing market 
for pulpwood well within the buying zone of the 
two giant pulp users. 
Why not use the ditch banks to grow pulp wood? 
If it should require an act of the legislature to 
put county courts, or circuit court drainage and 
levee boards into the business of growing pulp 
wood, then we feel certain such perm issive 
legislation could be obtained without delay. 
We are not suggesting that each member of 
the county court spend his time setting out 
willow or cottonwood sprouts, or that he cultivate 
the “ crop" and guard it against fire and poach­ 
ers. We do believe, however, that some formula 
must be found to utilize, and utilize profitably, 
the tens of thousands of acres of spoil banks in 
Southeast Missouri for growing pulpwood com­ 
m ercially perhaps by contract, and perhaps on 
some equitable share crop basis. 
The market has moved into our district. 
All we need to do is provide the pulp.
